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Twice-Calied Names 


When a person’s name is called twice 
he usually listens. It is imperative to 
listen when God calls. He does not 
speak to us today in an audible voice 
from Heaven, but there is no doubt that 
He often wants to get the undivided 
attention of His children by the still, 
‘small voice of His Spirit in their hearts. 
A few years ago an elderly Christian 
brother, Mr. Richardson, linen manufac- 
turer of Ireland and leader in the Port- 
stewart Convention in that country, 
called to the Editor’s attention that 
seven times in the Bible God called 
people twice by their own names and 
each time He had a special message to 
give them. These occurrences are as 
follows: Abraham (Gen. 22:11); Jacob 
(Gen. 46:2); Moses (Exod.

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Il. French Opposition to Alcohol

ROM “The Problem of Alcoholism 

in France,” by Drs. Rouvillois and 

Derobert, in La Revue du Practi- 
cien.—“All the physicians of France 
agree as to the increasing number of 
alcoholics who fill our hospitals and in- 
sane asylums. This occurs at a time 
when the progress of modern medicine 
is on the point of throttling various 
diseases to which humanity has paid 
heavy tribute. What public health has 
gained has now gone to waste through 
the ever-advancing ravages of alcohol- 
ism. 

“Statistics make clear to us the re- 
crudescence of delirium tremens, of 
cirrhosis of the liver, and alcoholic 
psychoses. What they exhibit less 
clearly are the repercussions on prema- 


. 


ture old age among drinkers, the num- . 


ber of backward, epileptic, and abnor- 
mal children in the descendants of alco- 
holics. 

“Daily we hear drunkenness identified 
with chronic alcoholism. Now drunk- 
enness, that is acute alcoholism, can be 
only a passing state due to taking an 
excessive dose of alcohol, while chronic 
alcoholism results from the repeated 






consumption of small amounts of alcohol 
and develops deceptively without exter- 
nal indications appearing. 

“Of all the erroneous theories, that 
which is.most tenacious and of which 
we must underscore the fatal character 
is that which speaks of the food value 
of alcohol in general and of wine in 
particular. Wine does not deserve rec- 
ommendation on this.ground. The food 
value of wine constitutes a subject of 
highly orchestrated propaganda by those 
interested in intensifying consumption. 

“We are victims of our ignorance and 
our prejudices. Too many Frenchmen 
are unaware of the real dangers asso- 
ciated with alcohol and consider the 
injuries coming from it to be exagger- 
rated by physicians. They say there is 
no wine alcoholism. Rather is winé an 
hygienic drink. Little do they realize 
that alcoholism by wine is the most 
widely spread of all in France.” 

Drs. Rouvillois and Dérobert close 
their impeachment of alcohol by quot- 
img the words of the Academy ‘of Moral 
Sciences in which it endorses those of 
the Academy of Medicine: 

“For some years alcoholism has been 
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in full upswing in our land. It is easy 
to calculate its extent by prosperity, 
hitherto unexperienced in the credits 
of the manufacturers of brandy, aperi- 
tifs, and liquors. The dividends dis- 
tributed by these enterprises reach 100 
per cent at the same time that reserves 
of 50 to 60 millions are set aside. Mor- 
bid results increase in proportion to the 
dividends. Alcoholism constitutes one 
of the worst social plagues that under- 
mine our race. We demand of our gov- 
ernment to organize battle against it 
without quarter.” 

One does not look to the Jesuits for 
leadership im reform, least of all in 
temperance reform. Yet in the Paris 
paper, Figaro for January 23, 1955, the 
Jesuit father, Michel Riquet, writes on 
alcoholism and demagogery, in which 
he talks straight to the politicians. He 
first quotes the statement of the physi- 
cians of all France who, in their last 
meeting, “unanimously warned the na- 
tion of the ravages of alcoholism, as 
cause of physical and moral degeneracy 
and urged the government to take ac- 
tive measures against it and against the 
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propaganda in its favor.” He continues: 

“The French physicians have not the 
reputation of being enemies of wine and 
good cheer. Those who direct the Con- 
federation of Medical Unions are no ex- 
ception. But they come chiefly from 
daily practice among the French masses. 
More than any others they have seen 
with horror the increase in the alcohol 
injuries affecting our country. Not only 
do thousands of Frenchmen degrade 
themselves and shorten .their lives with 
autoalcoholization, but in addition they 
ruin their family life and burden their 
children and grandchildren with irre- 
mediable degeneracies. So the future of 
the race is endangered. 

“Our Parliament has not the courage 
honestly to face this situation. When 
Mendés-France attempted indispensable 
measures, the demagogic defenders of 
the little home distillers and the repre- 
sentatives of the big distillers lined up 
in opposition. These interests should be 
told that henceforth all half-measures, 
all evasion, all delay is_ treason.” 
(Abridged.)

AVING written the leading lesson 

article, since January 7, 1951, Dr.

Xl. The Lord of Angels 


Theophanies in the Old, Incarnation in 


the New Testament 


N THIS concluding chapter of our 
[nos fascinating theme, there are 

two matters demanding a full con- 
sideration, namely, Christ as the Angel 
of Jehovah, and Christ as the one “bet- 
ter than the angels.” 


THe ANGEL OF THE LORD 

An angel, not one of a kind, but the 
only one of His kind, occupies a special 
and unique position in Scripture. He 
appeared in human form and most of 
the characteristics of angels were gen- 
erally His, and Biblical scholars iden- 
tify Him as Christ, the Son ‘of God, in 
preincarnate manifestation. His appear- 
ances to the patriarchs are known as 
“Theophanies.” 

While the incarnation of Christ 
marked a new epoch in angel ministra- 
tion throughout the Old Testament, 
there is a phrase appearing with such 
frequency as to attract attention—“the 
angel of Jehovah” (Gen. 22:11, A.S.V.), 
identified with Jehovah Himself, re- 
ceiving divine homage, and who repre- 
sents the divine presence. He is also 
called the “angel of God” (Gen. 31:11; 
Exod. 14:19) and also the “angel of his 
presence” (Isa. 63:9). Then there is the 
designation, “the angel of the covenant” 
(Mal. 3:1, A.\S.V. marg.). His mission 
as the Angel, or Messenger of the Cov- 
enant, was the performance of the cov- 
enant of mercy for the salvation of men 
by redemption. . 

“The Angel of the covenant stands 

With His commission in His hands; 

Sent from His Father's milder throne, 

To make the great salvation known.” 

This unique Angel, then, is the divine 
Word, the image of the invisible God, 
God Himself manifested, who received 
as His due the worship that angels re- 
ject as mere creatures (Rev. 19:16). 
His preincarnation appearances in the 
form of a man formed an anticipation 
of the Incarnation when He became 
“God manifest in the flesh” (Gen. 18:2, 
22; 19:1; John 1:18, 51). “His incarna- 
tion is the center by reference to which 
all angelic ministration is best under- 


1. His appearance in the Garden.—The 
announcement made to the serpent 
(Gen. 3:15) was made by the pre-ex- 
istent Christ, as God, concerning Him- 


.Self, as the Man who was to come. 


He is the seed to whom the promises 
belong. As God He is the promiser; as 
God-Man, the fulfillment of the prom- 
ise. He was also the revealer of God as 
the divine person who came to men be- 
fore the Flood (Gen. 3:22-24, with Exod. 
6:3; and Gen. 5:24 with Jude 14, 15; 2 
Thess. 1:7, 8). 


2. His appearance to Hagar. Here is 
the first time this Angel is named (Gen. 
16:7-14). Im this appearing He reveals 
Jehovah &# seeking the sinful, outcast, 
and miserable; and as uttering promise

and prophecy in His own name. At 
another well, and to another woman, 
Christ is seen as the giver of life (John 
4:14). 


3. His appearance to Moses. Christ 
was the revealer of God as the Angel 
of His presence and of His name in the 
days of the patriarchs. Typical deliver- 
ances were wrought by Him, and the 
redemptive aspects of divine revelation 
are made especially to appear. And as 
we cannot fail to see, this Angel, styling 
Himself Jehovah and God, exercised di- 
vine prerogatives, manifested divine 
perfections, claimed homage that was 
due to Deity alone. 

It was this glorious personage who 
called and commissioned Moses to de- 
liver Israel from Egypt (Exod. 3:2, 6, 14; 
23:20, 21). When Moses came to close 
his inspired writings he refers to the 
Angel of Jehovah who had commis- 
sioned him at Horeb (Deut. 4:14, 15). 
To the same person is attributed the 
giving of the Law to the Israelites (Acts 
7:38). 


4. His appearance to Abraham. The 
father of the faithful “entertained an- 
gels unawares” when three visitants ap- 
peared to Him in human form, as trav- 
elers and strangers. Two of them were 
angels, sent on a mission of mercy and 
of vengeance—in mercy “to deliver the 
godly out of temptations”; in vengeance 
to execute righteous judgment on guilty 
Sodom (Gen. 19:1). 

The third of these guests Abraham 
entertained remained awhile and re- 
peatedly assumed and received the 
name of Jehovah, with the honor due 
only to God (Gen. 18: 22-26). This same 
Angel of the Lord, the Son of God, 
uttered His voice of mercy and grace 
at the offering up of Isaac (Gen. 22:11- 
13). Isaac himself received the prom- 
ise of God from the Lord of Glory (Gen. 
26: 2-5, 24, 25). | 


5. His appearance to Jacob. Jacob 
was highly honored by the visitation of 
this divine Messenger on leaving home 
(Gen. 28:13, 14); at Bethel (vv. 10-22); 
at Peniel (32:24-32); at the end of his 
life (48:15, 16; Hos. 12:4, 5). The An- 
gel redeeming Jacob from all evil was 


no ordinary celestial messenger, but the 
great Angel of the Covenant. 


6. His appearance to Joshua. In His 
office as the great deliverer the same 
mysterious personage appeared to 
Joshua as he succeeded Moses as the 
leader of Israel (Josh. 5:13-15). The 
“captain of the host of the Lord” re- 
quired of Joshua the same tokens of 
worship as He did from Moses. 


7. His appearance to Manoah. The 
father of Samson was another honored 
with a visit from this divine person, 
who appeared foretelling the birth and 
character of his extraordinary son 
(Judges 13: 16-23). Here we have a vis- 
ible revelation of the divine majesty 
and a foregleam of the character of the 
Messiah (Isa. 9:6). 


8. His appearance to Isaiah. Christ, 
in His preincarnation appearances to the 
prophets, came to them as the revealer 
of God. Both Isaiah and Ezekiel were 
granted a special manifestation of Jeho- 
vah and His glory at the time of their 
formal call to the prophetic office (Isa. 


6:1-13; Ezek. 1:1-28; see also John 
12: 39-41). 
The “words” and “burdens” Isaiah 


heard and saw were communicated by 
Christ, the speaker and sender. This 
Angel of Jehovah was Israel’s Saviour 
(Isa. 63:8-10). As the Angel of His pres- 
ence, He revealed God. The face re- 
veals; the face gives the likeness of na- 
ture (Heb. 1:3). 


9. His appearance to Zechariah. In 
many passages Zechariah describes a 
glorious person as intimately acquainted 
with the counsels of the Most High, as 
presiding over the affairs of the world: 
directing, vindicating, and interceding, 
which ministry no ordinary angel could 
exercise (1:8-13; 2:8-11; 3:1-10; 6:12-15). 

In all instances cited, and others, the 
person described exhibits the attributes 
of omniscience and omnipresence, and 
performs works only omnipotence could 
do. This Angel of the Redeemer con- 
cerning whom it is. written, “my name 
is in him” (Exod. 23:21), uses the awe- 
some formula by which the Deity 
confirmed the faith of those to whom 
revelations were given. He swears by 
Himself. I heartily agree with Arch- 
bishop Magee that the Old Testament 
appearances of this divine person was 
not “a mere angel, but God Himself.” 
The unanimous opinion of all antiquity 
is that it was not the Father, but the Son. 

“Arrayed in mortal fiesh, 
He like an Angel stands, 
And holds the promises 
And pardons in His hands;

Easter—Now and then in these 

columns I have had occasion to 
speak critically of the non-Biblical char- 
acter of editorials in the New York 
Times during those seasons when the 
birth and resurrection of our Lord are 
being celebrated. I want to take this 
opportunity of expressing my vigorous 
approval and true gratitude for the long 
editorial, “Easter,” appearing in this fa- 
mous newspaper at the last Easter sea- 
son. After commenting upon the mean- 
ing of Passover for the Jews as essen- 
tially “the celebration of deliverance 
from bondage,” and thus the time of 
rejoicing in the opportunity to be free, 
and the time to give thanks for divine 
mercy and love, the writer says regard- 
ing the .Christian concept of Easter—I 
quote without comment: 

“The Christian concept, embodied in 
the celebration of Easter, is no less pro- 
found. It is necessary, however, to cut 
through some garish externals before 
all of it can be reached. Some of these 
externals are frivolous—the rabbit, the 
colored eggs, the hats and the parades. 
These are not wrong in themselves and, 
indeed, so long as they express joy and 
gladness, lightness and warmth of heart, 
the sense of release and the satisfaction 
in its expression, they can be healthy 
and happy. 

“But Easter does not begin there nor 
stop there. ‘There is a deeper meaning. 
The Festival of Easter is the commemo- 
ration of the resurrection of Jesus from 
the dead. As such, it is the ultimate 
embodiment of the belief in immortal- 
ity, of the ultimate triumph over the 
oldest and greatest adversary, death. It 
is meaningful that Jesus Himself said: 
‘I_ am the Resurrection.’ Such words 

_ecan be taken literally or figuratively as 

one chooses. They cannot be ignored. 
No one can gainsay that ‘resurrection’ 
lies at the very heart of human thinking 
and feeling.” 

I do not know who wrote this edito- 
rial, but it does embrace some ringing 
truths. 

Mormon Church Statistics—The Salt 
Lake City (Utah) Tribune gives some 
astonishing figures relative to the pres- 
ent condition of the Mormon Church. 
The total membership of the Mormon 
Church is 1,488,314, including the 30,129 
converts baptized last year. The organ- 
ization has 6,616 full-time missionaries, 
which I think is more missionaries than 
any one Protestant denomination in 
America has ever had at one time. In 
addition, there are 6,366 stake mission- 
aries. In 1957 the Mormon Church gave 
for’ missions and missionary work $12,- 
137,175, which does not include $4,600,- 
000 given by members and friends for 
the support of missionaries. 

The total amount of money raised by 
the Mormon Church last year was $58,- 

145,863, or about $38 per member. This

is far beyond the average per-member 
giving of any Christian group in North 
America. 


Israel’s Library Returned.—Since the 
establishment of the State of Israel, the 
use of the magnificent buildings of the 
Hebrew University on Mount Scopus, 
located in territory belonging to Jordan, 
has been denied to all Jews; in fact, the 
buildings have been closed. Included in 
this group is the large library housing 
five hundred thousand books—certainly 
the greatest library in the Middle East. 
The new university in Jerusalem, Israel, 
has had to erect other buildings and 
gather a new library. Now, in a most 
unexpected announcement, the Kingdom 
of Jordan has given permission for the 
removal of the entire library to the cam- 
pus at Givat Ram, in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, Israel. The question arises, Where 
are the school officials going to put these 
half-million books? 


The First International Biblical Quiz. 
—On August 19 of this year, the Israel 
Broadcasting Service will act as host to 
the first International Biblical Quiz, to 
be held in the great Exhibition Hall in 
Jerusalem. This contest will have the 
co-operation of radio and television serv- 
ices throughout the world. The win- 
ners of preliminary national contests 
will be brought to Israel as guests of the 
Broadcasting Service. The judging will 
be done by an international jury. Ac- 
cording to reports, the finals of this com- 
petition will be televised in the United 
States.

Bible Study in Ben-Gurion’s Home.— 
The London Jewish Chronicle—from 
which I have often had occasion to 


‘quote in these columns—carries the in- 


teresting announcement that no less a 
person than the Premier of Israel, Mr. 
David Ben-Gurion, has opened his home 
for the meeting of a Bible study group, 
to convene each month, led by Profes- 
sor Yehezkiel Kaufman. In speaking of 
this before the annual conference of the 
Israel Society for Biblical Research, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said that. the return of the 
Jewish people to their homeland was in- 
evitably closely linked with the great 
revival of interest in Biblical studies, 
and admitted that after the departure 
of the Jewish people from Palestine in 
A.D. 70, knowledge of the Bible had 
noticeably declined among them. Ap- 
proximately seven hundred teachers and 
Biblical scholars have been attending 
this conference. 


A New Copper Refinery in Israel.— 
During the days of King Solomon, there 
were a number of copper mines in oper- 
ation at the head of the Gulf of Aqaba, 
on the shore of the Red Sea (1 Kings 
9: 26-28; 10:22; Zech. 6:1). Professor

Nelson Glueck believes the area was 
occupied for about five hundred years, 
and has discovered ruins of : miners’ 
huts, slag heaps, furnace rooms, iron and 
copper mills, etc. “The Ezion-Geber re- 
finery is the largest and most complex 
ever recovered from ancient times, and 
it supplied the pattern for smaller re- 
fineries up’ and down this territory.” 

In the light of this, it is interesting to 
note that a new copper refinery is now 
being built at this very site at Wadi- 
Timna, at a cost of about eleven million 
dollars (see Deut. 8:9). Estimates of 
probable reserves are now about five 
hundred thousand tons of metallic cop- 
per. The ore has an average concen- 
tration of 1.5 per cent. 


Squabbles Among the Saints.—The oc- 
casional mimeographed letters received 
from my good friend Major Lyell Rader 
of the Salvation Army always reveal, 
on the part of this devoted servant of 
God, the struggle for the salvation of 
souls and the restoration of those who 
have backslidden. Speaking of his 
work in a city in Ohio, where he found 
a Corps broken up by bitterness and 
factions, he says: “To make matters 
worse, the Assistant also felt ‘called of 
God’ at this time to walk off without 
notice and get married. Methinks I rec- 
ognize in all of this a familiar pattern 
of attack. The timing was too perfect. 
Satan had simply gained the advantage 
‘transformed as an angel of light.’ Ever 
notice when a saint runs away from 
God’s real call to Nineveh, Satan always 
has a convenient ship [going to] Tar- 
shish?” 

After speaking of the salvation and 
restoration of a number of young peo- 
ple and adults in the city, Major Rader 
concludes: “I have learned a great les- 
son here. Nothing will so effectively 
paralyze revival as squabbles among the 
saints. Gossip, resentment, cruel criti- 
cism—it makes no difference who is in 
the right—will write ‘Ichabod’ over any 
door. Never have I had to make such 
constant use of Matthew 5:10-12, 44; 6: 
14, 15; 18:23-35; and James 3; 5:9, 16; 
and 1 Peter 2:19-24 and 4:1, 2. 

“The Lord knew. what He was doing 
in commanding us to love one another, 
and Satan knows what he is doing in 
getting the saints to pick at one another. 
It is so easy when one is in the right to 
go wrong being right. Let’s do all in 
our power to generate love in our Army, 
cauterize faults by Light, without sur- 
gery, and pray a wall of fire around 
those in the forefront of the battle.” 


To Whom Are They Praying?—‘“Red 
Star Over Church in China: Prayers to 
God—or Mao” is the title of a signifi- 
cant article by Fernand Moulier, a well- 
known French newspaper writer, in the 
April 17 issue of the Chicago Daily 
News. On Easter Sunday, Mr. Moulier 
attended the Roman Catholie Church of 
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Peitang, in Peiping, the service being 
conducted by Bishop Alphonse Tsung. 
Bishop Tsung was named to his office 
by the Communist government, and is 
not recognized by the Vatican. There 
were about one thousand boys in the 
choir and approximately two thousand 
people in the audience. Mr. Moulier 
asks the question, “To whom were they 
praying, to God or to Mao Tse-tung?” 
His answer is in the simple statement: 
“A big red star surmounts the cross atop 
the rather ugly facade of the church.” 
Mr. Moulier reports that two days ear- 
lier, he had come upon this sentence in 
The People’s Daily, the organ of the 
Communist Party: “In Fukien, Catholic 
priests and Protestant ministers vie 
with each other in ardor to give their 
hearts to the Party.” 


TV and Church Attendance.—The 
problem of television in relation to 
church attendance is, of course, becom- 
ing increasingly serious. Even the best 
preachers in our country are feeling 
the effects of television programs on 
their Sunday evening audiences. Very 
few are saying anything about it, as far 
as I know. One of the most vigorous 
protests on the subject, possibly in lan- 
guage more vigorous than most of us 
would use, has recently appeared in the 
parish magazine of the Rev. W. J. 
Parker, the Vicar of St. John’s Park, 
Sheffield. His words are directed to the 
tragic influence of television on Sunday 
schools. I quote his words without any 
further comment. 


“If our rulers mistakenly allow anar- 
chy to take the place of Sabbath law, 
Christians must at least make for them- 
selves new rules of Sunday observance. 

“If our people are no longer to have 
the beneficent guidance of the law of 
the land to show them what is right for 
a Christian, the Church and the parent 
must frame their own private rules. We 
must awake to this, and in a voluntary 
way Sunday television must be stopped. 

“It is not right, as a London metropol- 
itan magistrate said, that children of 
tender years should have the dreadfully 
difficult choice to make in their early 
years of Sunday school or television 
thrills. Christian parents must make 
this choice for them till they are older. 

“Parents, I implore you, turn off the 
television on Sundays and keep it off, 
unless you want to see your children 
grow up as heathens in a Christian 
land.” 


Enduring Hardness for Christ's Sake. 
—I came upon an item the other day in 
my files, the contents of which I would 
like to pass on to my readers. When 
last in England it was my privilege to 
Spend a few weeks as a guest at the 
headquarters of the China Inland Mis- 
Sion in Newington Green, London. One 
of the missionaries who had been driven 
out of China by the Communists was 
Manager of the dining room, and oc- 
casionally in a very unpretentious way 
she would. refer to some experience in 
China. One day I asked her if she 
would mind making a list of these har- 
rowing experiences for me,. something 
She had never done before. I would 


_come about. . . but so long as the great 
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like to place this data before my readers 
exactly as she wrote it, without any cor- 
rection whatever.. When I see this rec- 
ord I could only think of Paul’s auto- 
biographical passage in 2 Corinthians 11. 
All these things are known to God and 
rewards surely await these consecrated, 
and for the most part unheralded, serv- 
ants of His. 


Oct. 1925—Arrived in China. 

May 1926—Left language school for 

the interior. 

1926—At the coast again, a refu- 

‘ gee, having lost all but a 
bedding bundle to Com- 
munist bandits, who 
raided the station clean 
while we were away from 
home. 

Sept. 1928—Returned inland to the 

same station. 

1931—Looted of almost all, by

day was out,—BUT GOD. 

1944—-Shipped home for health 

reasons, no way out till 

the USAF. and _ the 
R.A.F. made it for us! 

Sept. 1946—Back again! 

Jan. 1951—Turned out by the Com- 
munists, with only clothes 
and a few minor articles 
which they classified as 
personal. 


Thanks to unto God, for HIS grace, to 
be able to “take joyfully the spoiling 
of goods” and to be able now honestly 
to say that THINGS are held lightly! 


Statesmen’s Unreliable Predictions.—- 
It is strange how famous statesmen 
make serious blunders when they try 
to make predictions that, unknown to 
them, are in contradiction to the pur- 
poses of God. Recently I have been 
reading the life of Viscount Samuel, who 
was the Lord High Commissioner of 
Palestine for a number of years, serving 
the British Government, one of Eng- 
land’s most brilliant Jews. In 1917 this 
statesman said of a coming Jewish 
State: “At some future time it might 
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majority of the inhabitants are Arabs, 
it is out of the question.” 


Two years later, in 1919, no less a per- 
son than General Allenby himself, a de- 
vout Christian, made this astonishingly 
inaccurate prediction. “Any attempt to 
bring in such a number [Weizmann’s 
plan to bring 50,000 Jewish immigrants 
a year], would result in the disappear- 
ance of all of them by disease, starva- 
tion, and pogroms.” 


The Church as a Patron of the Ballet. 
.—In the current issue for the Church 
Times, the leading contemporary paper 
of the Church of England, there is an 
announcement, with a large-letter head- 
ing, that a floodlight performance of bal- 
let will be held among the ruins of Cov- 
entry Cathedral on the night of Sunday, 
July 20, in which many famous artistes 
will take part, though, of course, most 
of them have no connection with the 
Christian faith at all. The Bishop of 
Coventry at a press conference has 
stated “that although the Church had 
never been a patron of the ballet as it 
had been of the music and the drama, he 
felt that the time had come when its 
patronage should be extended to ‘this 
great expression of beauty and truth.’” 
This will be the opening event in a 
Festival of Arts from which it is hoped 
between $40,000 and $50,000 will be 
raised to be used in the completion of 
the new cathedral. 


Alcohol’s Deadening Influence.— 
Though I am well aware that readers of 
these pages are not those who need 
warning regarding this terrible curse of 
drink, I cannot help but occasionally re- 
fer to the matter in these columns. Re- 
cently, I saw a dear friend of mine, 
well-known to many readers of THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Times, who had just re- 
turned from a three-month cruise in the 
Pacific Ocean, visiting Australia, New 
Zealand, etc. He was on a voat with 
350 men and women who had taken 
passage for the same cruise. He told me 
that of the 350 passengers, 340 of them 
drank straight through the day, that 
they even began cocktail parties at 9 
o’clock in the morning, and went so far 
as to blasphemously call one of these an 
Easter cocktail party. He said that 
when these passengers would get off the 
ship to visit some famous city like Hong 
Kong, the first thing they would do 
would be to strike for some bar or sa- 
loon, and many of them never saw the 
sights of these cities, preferring to spend 
the time they had in one of these dark- 
ened dens, drinking. My friend is a 
true personal worker with a burden for 
souls, but he told me that he just could 
not get in a word of witnessing. This is 
one reason that more unsaved people 
are not being converted today: they are 
under the deadening influence of alco- 
hol and are so enslaved to drink that 
they do not want to think of deliverance 
from this habit through Christ. My own 
opinion is that the curve of drunkenness 
and the crimes that come from drunk- 
enness will continue to mount in our 
country unless a great revival comes 
upon our land. 


Both Sweden and Canada, two differ- 
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ent countries indeed, are themselves 

greatly aroused over this problem to- 

day. When a poll was taken in Sweden 
on this question, “Do you think there is 
so much drinking now that it is a men- 
ace to our society or not?” 53 per cent 
answered “Yes:” In France, 54 per cent 
answered “Yes,” and in Canada, 59 per 
cent. 

Chiang Kai-shek’s Testimony.—I have 
not seen in any secular newspaper a re- 
port of the remarkable statement re- 
cently given by no less a person than 
President Chiang Kai-shek regarding his 
faith in Jesus Christ. This was spoken 
by him on Good Friday, April 4th of 
this year. The entire address is given 
in the appendix of the Congressional 
Record for April 22. The following is 
taken from that address: 

“Through his crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion, Jesus Christ sought to make every- 
body understand the key to life and 
death as well as to comprehend the real 
answer to the question of life and death. 
By dying for us that we may live, Jesus 
Christ was crucified and nailed on the 
cross. This was his way of redeeming 
us sinners. And this is exactly what 
Caiaphas the high priest meant when 
he told the priests and Pharisees at the 
council: ‘Nor consider that it is expe- 
dient for us, that one man should die 
for the people, and that the whole na- 
tion perish not.’ 

“The evil of Communism has divided 
‘our world, created a dark age unprec- 
edented in history. Some countries are 
completely shut behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, while others are half free and half 
enslaved. Today people behind the 
Iron Curtain have lost the freedom of 
religion, of thought and many other 
freedoms. In free societies the poor 
people are victims of fear and anxiety 
because of hardships of life and dimness 
of the future, while the rich people feel 
a spiritual void and the uncertainty of 
life. They both are prone to fall prey 
to the temptation of Communism. Con- 
sequently, I think the turning point of, 
and the basic solution for the peace of 
the world, the happiness of the human 
being, and the success of our anti-Com- 
munist revolution, must start from a 
new self-examination and a new deter- 
mination to search for the denouement 
of life. 

“Jesus warned the world by saying: 
‘Beware of false prophets, which come 
to you in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly 
are ravening wolves.’ Nowadays, Com- 
munism, which aims at conquering the 
world through hatred and force is trying 
to deceive the people by false smiles. 

“It is stated in the First Epistle Gen- 
eral of Peter: ‘Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth forever.’ This explains that 
those resurrected are living in the word 
of God, or in God’s spirit, not in their 
inevitably corruptible bodies which are 
destined to die. That is to say, should 
a life be born again, it is to change a 
destined corruptible body into an in- 
corruptible one, or to change a mortal 
body into an immortal being. Thus, no 
authority of death will ever dominate 
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us, and no clutches of death will ever 
menace us. Then, in our hearts, there 
will be no more fear or anxiety, and our 
life will be reinforced and can be com- 
pletely free. Such a life is indicated by 
Jesus when he said: ‘We are more than 
conquerors.’ [Though these are Paul's 
words, they are just as true, since 
written by inspiration, Rom. 8:37.—Ep.]” 


Gospel Distribution at the Brussels 
Fair—“The World’s Fair is attracting 
huge crowds. We have been favored 
with splendid weather,” reports Dr. 
Vansteenberghe, of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission. “The Bible Pavilion has been 
the scene of many interesting contacts 
with inquirers. One of the voluntary 
workers speaks Russian. At the res- 
taurant in the vicinity of the Pavilion 
she came into contact with Russians em- 
ployed at the Soviet Pavilion and suc- 
ceeded in bringing some of them along 
to the Bible stand on the plea that there 
they would find books in their own lan- 
guage. As they looked at the different 
portions of the Scriptures they suddenly 
shouted their delight over the Gospel of 
Mark in Russian. Each one took a copy 
along and thanked the lady for the copy 
of the Gospel of Marx (sic)! We hope 
that they will read the book even after 
they have discovered their mistake.” 


Two Words of Witness—“The other 
day I was in a little grocery shop where 
I generally buy things and saw a man 
who was trying to buy some ham,” con- 
tinues Dr. Vansteenberghe. “I heard 
him use some German words and tried 
to help him, speaking German. He 
shrugged his shoulders saying ‘Russki.’ 
Here was a Russian from the Soviet 
Pavilion. I thought a minute and then 
pronounced the only two Russian words 
I knew: ‘Christos voskress’ (‘Christ is 
risen’). His face lit up, he’ grabbed my 
arm and said, ‘Da.’ (‘Yes.’) There our 
conversation had to end because my 
vocabulary was exhausted, but cannot 
the Holy Spirit use even these two 
words to foster a spiritual longing?” 


The Cicero Fishermen’s Club.—One of 
the greatest church centers of consistent 
fruitful personal work is the Cicero Bi- 
ble Church of Cicero, Ill., whose pastor 
for the last 35 years has been Dr. Wil- 
liam McCarrell. 

Dr. McCarrell, 35 years ago, was led 
of the Lord to found in his church what 
came to be called the “Cicero Fisher- 
men’s Club.” They have just issued 
their 34th annual report which con- 
tained, among other things, the follow- 
ing amazing statistics: 


Persons dealt with ................ 523,815 
Personal calls made .......--...... 186,908 
Tracts distributed .................... 17,153,690 
Prayer meetings conducted -_.. 22,884 
Sunday schools conducted........ 9,521 
Bible classes taught ................ 10,465 
Fishermen meetings conducted 113,067 
Professions of Christ .............. 140,528 
Radio services conducted .-....... 1,574 


Indeed, for the year 1956 alone, the 
members of this Fishermen’s Club were 
able, by the grace of God, to report that 
through their ministry 2,877 men, 
women, and children had professed faith 
in Christ. During that year meetings 
were conducted in 75 cities in 15 states. 
I wonder if there is any church in 
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America that can equal a program like 
this! The annual meeting, held on the 
last Saturday of March, was the last for 
which Dr. McCarrell will preside, he 
having submitted his resignation, after 
more than one third of a century of 
powerful ministry in the Gospel. 


No Christian Witness on Madura. I 
have just had my attention called to an 
item that has really stirred my soul, 
Just north of Surabaya in Java is a 
small island by the name of Madura 
which has, so the report states, a popu- 
lation of two million fanatical Moslems, 
and, on this entire island, there is not 
a single resident Christian worker, in 
spite of the fact that at nearby Surabaya 
there are sixty-five churches. 


Today’s Lawlessness—Though the 
New Testament—in our Lord’s Olivet 
discourse, in the prophetic portions of 
Paul’s Epistles, and in the Book of Rey- 
elation—clearly foretells that the last 
days will be marked by unusual law- 
lessness, any official figures that testify 
to such increasing lawlessness always 
startle us. The Police Department of 
New York City, for example, admits to 
being baffled by the increase in juve- 
nile crime in that area. During 1957, 25,- 
000 juveniles in New York City were 
arrested for serious crimes—an increase 
of 142 per cent over 1952! Today five 
hundred gangs roam the streets of New 
York, in addition to lone-wolf offenders. 
In spite of the fact that the city has a 
police force of twenty-four thousand 
members, considered one of the finest 
in the world, the figure for major crimes 
committed by youths is rising alarm- 
ingly. Officials claim that seventy-five 
per cent of these juvenile delinquents 
come from less than one per cent of the 
city’s families. 


Mrs. Willard Aldrich, the beloved and 
gifted wife of Dr. Willard Aldrich, presi- 
dent of the Multnomah School of the 
Bible, Portland, Oreg., passed away on 
Saturday morning, May 10, as the re 
sult of injuries received in an automo 
bile accident on April 17, while she was 
en route to Springfield, Oreg., to fulfill a 
speaking engagement. The car, driven 
by Mrs. George Bouckaert, sister of Mrs. 
Aldrich, went out of control on a slip- 
pery pavement, entered the opposite 
lane of traffic, and collided with an- 
other vehicle. Both cars were exten- 
sively damaged, and all four occupants 
sustained serious injuries. 

Mrs. Aldrich was the mother of nine 
precious children. For some years she 
wrote the column, “Out of the Mixing 
Bowl,” appearing regularly in The Door- 
step Evangel, published by her husband, 
and in Moody Monthly. Probably n0 
regular periodical column by a Chrfis- 
tian woman_in this country has proved 
so great a blessing to such a large num- 
ber of people as has this contribution 
from her heart and mind. A collection 
of these articles was published some 
time ago under the title “Mysings of @ 
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Mother.” The host of friends of this 
outstanding Christian family will surely 
be bearing up to the throne of grace the 
bereaved husband and children.

the Epistle to the Hebrews is the su- 
periority of Christ—even to angels (vv. 
4-7). It may be questioned why so ob- 
vious a comparison should have been 
made, because there can be no question 
of Christ’s superiority to angels. Al- 
though in His human form, He was 
made for a little while lower than an- 
gels, before His incarnation He was 
higher than the angels. Angels were 
venerated by godly Jews, seeing they 
represented their nation’s position in 
the world. Angels had given them the 
Law (Acts 7:53; Gal. 3:19). Thus it was 
essential that Jewish Christians should 
by this comparison assert the infinite 
superiority of Christ over those heav- 
enly beings they had reverenced in their 
Jewish life. To those of us accepting 
the deity of Christ, no such comparison 
is necessary. 

Angels were only God’s servants— 
Christ is God’s Son. Angels are but 
creatures, God assigns their functions as 
it pleases Him; Christ is their Creator 
and is addressed, “O God!” Angels are 
ministering spirits to “the heirs of sal- 
vation” (Heb. 1:14), but no angel sits in 
the place of power which Christ fills. 
He is at God’s right hand! His might is 
far greater than that of any angel. 

The argument unfolded by the writer 
to the Hebrews is that all that the an- 
gels were to the Israel of old they are 
now to Christians, and that it is serious 
indeed not to be a Christian. If the 
word given by angels, that is, the Law, 
could not be slighted with impunity, 
how can men escape condemnation if 
they neglect the word spoken by one, 
infinitely superior in design and power 
to angels, even the Lord Himself? 

Angels perform their high functions, 
as messengers of God to do His will, 
under the authority of Christ, and so 
are inferior to Him. Angels fulfill their 
commission in a dependent union with 
Christ (Col. 2:10; Eph. 1:9, 10). 

“Princes to His imperial name, 

Bend their bright scepters down; 


Dominions, thrones, and powers rejoice, 
To see Him wear His crown.” 


No angel is ever addressed as Son— 
angels are servants and worship Christ 
as the divine Son (Heb. 1:5-8). The 
angels have a ministry that is real yet 
limited. There are no bounds to Christ’s 
ministry. Angelic ministry is ever in- 
ferior to that of redeemed men (1:14). 
The one thought, then, in all the pas- 
Sages dealing with comparisons, is 
Christ’s superiority to angels, and that 
language used of Him is never used of 
angels. Christ holds a fivefold supe- 
riority in Sonship, worship, Heirship, 
Kingship, Rulership (1:5-14): 

Our study of angels has proved their 
reality and presence. We have no way 
of knowing what we owe to the service 
of our invisible companions. We only 
know that these angelic forces are en- 
gaged by God on our behalf. They oc- 
Cupy no intermediate place between 
God and man (Heb. 1:1; 1 Cor. 6:3; 1 
Pet. 1:12). They are only channels of 
blessing ‘to mankind. 
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Christ and the Holy Spirit are our 


Intercessors (Rom. 8:26; Heb. 7:25). We 

have no other access to God save 

through Christ by His Spirit (John 14: 

6; Gal. 3:19, 20; 1 Tim. 2:5). Our trust 

then, is not in angels, but in Christ.

The New President of

The Man Behind Our National Anthem 


Francis Scott Key, devout Christian patriot 


ARE is the American who knows 

much about the author of “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” Francis Scott 
Key. First of all, he was the finest kind 
of patriot. And, what is much appre- 
ciated by all who want to keep our land 
a predominantly Christian land, he was 
a devout and active Christian. It is in- 
deed a strange thing that his memory 
has not been kept alive more widely by 
the Christian forces of our nation. 

A graduate of St. John’s College, 
Annapolis, Md., now prominent in the 
educational thought of our country be- 
cause of special emphasis upon cultural 
rather than utilitarian studies, he stud- 
ied law and became a lawyer of out- 
standing aBility and integrity. He came 
near to deciding to become a minister 
in the Episcopalian Church, to which he 
gave much time all his life. He was a 
lay reader in this church, and was one 
of the most active Americans of his time 
in promoting Sunday school work. 

He had moved from Frederick, Md., 
to Washington, where he had a very 
important law practice, when he became 
a director of the American Sunday- 
School Union, an organization that did 
both heroic and consecrated work in 
developing Sunday schools in Key’s life- 
time. This Union is still very active in 
mission Sunday school work throughout 
our land. Its records show Key as an 
enthusiastic worker and supporter as 
early as 1824, and the chairman of the 
great Union convention, in 1830, that 
decided upon the Mississippi Enterprise, 
the most ambitious Sunday school mis- 
sionary effort launched up to that time. 

It was a sincere and earnest Christian 
indeed who wrote those immortal words 
into our national anthem, “In God is our 
trust.” 

Written amid the horrors of war, they 
should bring comfort and strength to 
many of our loved ones in our armed 
forces today. How much I wish that 
every soldier and sailor of ours knew 
that Francis Scott Key loved and 
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trusted God all his long and useful life. 
He was seventy-four when he died on 
January 11, 1843. 

Besides “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
only one of his poems has had a wide 
reading. This is his fine hymn begin- 
ning, “Lord, with glowing heart I'd 
praise Thee,” written in 1817. It is re- 
produced below:

Our national anthem reveals the glow- 
ing heart of a true patriot, and this 
hymn the glowing' heart of a true Chris- 
tian. 

Many readers will be interested to 
know that Key’s words, “In God is our 
trust,” did not inspire the words, “In 
God we trust” on our coins. Our coins 
did not bear these words until during 
Lincoln’s administration, when they 
were placed there by order of Salmon 
P. Chase, Lincoln’s Secretary of the 
Treasury, later Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court.

Verse by Verse 

1 Sam. 3:10.—“And the Lord... called 
as at other times ... Speak; for thy 
servant heareth.” For the “other times” 
see verses 4, 6, 8. There is no suggestion 
that Samuel saw God, but only that he 
heard the voice. He answered this time 
as Eli had instructed him (v. 9), except 
that he did not utter the name “Jeho- 
vah.” 


Verse 11—“. . . I will do a thing... 
the ears of every one... shall tingle.” 
Notice the abruptness of the message— 
no introductory indication that God was 
appointing Samuel His messenger. It 
was a heavy message to lay upon a 
child. But God knew His messenger, 
and gave grace to bear it. 


Verse 12..—“. . . I will perform ...I 
will also make an end.” Since Eli was 
really in the place of God to young 
Samuel (see v. 7), it must have startled 
him to hear God speaking about evil 
to Eli’s house. For the evil that had 
been spoken see 2: 27-36. It is not likely 
that Samuel knew about that oracle. 


Verse 13.—“. . . I will judge his house 
... for the iniquity which he knoweth 
... he restrained them not.” God re- 
hearses in brief form what He had said 
through the man of God in chapter 2. 
Notice that it was not any sins of com- 
mission on Eli’s part that was bringing 
the judgment, but his failure to disci- 
pline his sons.

Verse 14.—“. . . the iniquity of Eli’s 
house shall not be purged with sacri- 
fice . . .” Who was in a better position 
to offer expiatory sacrifices than the 
priest himself? Yet, while he offered 
for others, no offerings would avail for 
himself and for his condemned house. 


Verse 15—“Samuel lay until the 
morning, and opened the doors 
feared to shew Eli the vision.” There 
is no suggestion that Samuel slept that 
night. That message drove sleep even 
from a child’s eyes. The opening of the 
doors signifies a more permanent ar- 
rangement for the place of worship in 
Shiloh than that used during the jour- 
neys from Sinai to Canaan. 


Verse 16—“Then Eli called Samuel 
...” Samuel had doubtless been trying 
to avoid Eli that morning (see v. 15), 
but Eli had not forgotten the incident 
of the evening before (vv. 3-9). 


Verse 17.—“What is the thing that the 
Lord hath said .. . God do so to thee... 
if thou hide any thing from me...” 
The boy’s silence, coupled with remem- 
brance of the oracle of the man of God 
earlier, probably made Eli suspect that 
God’s communication to the lad was, on 
the same subject, which explains the 
solemn oath which he laid on Samuel. 


Verse 18—‘“Samuel told him every 
whit ...It is the Lord...” It was no 
easy task for the child to rehearse what 
God had told him, but the faithful de- 
livery of the message was a discipline 
that fitted him to be God’s prophet. No- 
tice Eli’s submission to the heavy ti- 
dings. 

Verse 19.—“And Samuel grew, and the 
Lord .. . let none of his words fall to 
the ground.” That experience was 4 
crisis in Samuel’s life. He now knew 
Jehovah; and when he grew, God’s word 
was in his mouth. “His words” refers to 
God’s words spoken through Samuel. 

Verse 20.—“And all Israel... knew 
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Lesson for June 29 


that Samuel was established to be a 
prophet of the Lord.” The news soon 
spread, to the northern and southern 
limits of Israel, that a prophet had risen 
among them. Did some of them think 
of the promise given to Moses? (Deut. 
18: 15.) 


The Heart of the Lesson 

I read once of a German professor 
who always bowed to his students when 
he entered the classroom. When ques- 
tioned why he showed this deference to 
those who should rather be bowing to 
him, he replied, “I may be in the pres- 
ence of a future chancellor of Germany, 
or bishop of the church.” 


Who knows what is in the heart of a 
child, and what the future of a child 
may be? Elkanah and Hannah could 
scarcely have foreseen when they dedi- 
cated their long-prayed-for child to God 
that he would become one of Israel’s 
most revered prophets. And when Eli 
accepted the gift and set the young 
child to such simple duties as opening 
and closing doors, he had little expecta- 
tion that one day the whole nation 
would wait on the words of a great seer 
and judge. 


There can be no doubt about the per- 
sonal godliness of Eli the priest, but 
his godliness broke down in the area of 
fatherhood. Had his duties as priest so 
absorbed him and so occupied his time 
that he had no time to train and in- 
struct and discipline his two boys? Or 
had he just been an indulgent parent, 
hoping that time would right what he 
failed to correct in the headstrong 
youths? 


Whatever the reason, he failed as a 
father, and God held him to account 
for it. Today also, fathers who leave 
all the training of the children to the 
mother, or who otherwise neglect their 
God-given duty, will face the fiery in- 
dignation of God. “Too busy” will be 
no excuse when God moves in judg- 
ment. 


What we do with our first crisis sets 
a pattern for all the future. It was a 
heavy message that God entrusted to 
the child Samuel. One might have ex- 
pected something lighter and more joy- 
ful as a first commission for one so 
young. But God knows what He is 
about. If the spirit of Samuel could 
not bear this first task, he would never 
be able to carry the heavy burdens that 


“were to be his lot as prophet-priest- 


judge of Israel. Standing up to this 


- early crisis qualified him for all his fu- 


ture ministry, and when he told Eli all 
God’s message, he showed himself a true 
forerunner of Paul, who declared all the 
counsel of God, withholding “nothing 
that was profitable” (Acts 20:20, 27). 


There is something grand, but tragic, 
in Eli’s submission to God’s terrible 
message through Samuel (v. 18). He 
knew his failure and how it was now be- 
yond repair, and he bowed to the stroke 
that divine justice was inflicting—for it 
was also divine mercy, to deliver Israel 
from so corrupt a priesthood (1 Sam. 
2: 12-17, 22).

Topics for Development 


Boy Preachers. The child Samuel is 
sometimes quoted in support of a prac- 
tice, every now and then revived, of 
pushing young prodigies forward as 
preachers, even as young as four or 
five years of age. A few considerations 
are in order. 

1. The word “child” was used of older 
young people than is the custom now. 
Although we picture Samuel as a little 
child, he probably was not so little. 

2. His first commission was not to any 
public ministry such as preaching. In- 
stead he was told in private what he 
later privately related to Eli, and that 
under pressure (v. 17). 

3. It is distinctly stated that “Samuel 
grew” (v. 19) before there is further 
intimation of ministry. There is no rea- 
son to believe that Samuel was a boy- 
prophet in any public sense. 

4. Samuel’s childhood duties were 
waiting on Eli, opening doors, and such 
like. Childhood is the time for training. 
The more talent a child displays, the 
more care must be taken in his training. 

5. Few boy preachers ever amount to 
much. They are spoiled before they 
grow up. But a child who learns to 
know God and who obeys God under

How you handle your first assign- 
ment in God’s service will set the pat- 
tern for a whole life. 

Withhold discipline and you lay up 
sorrow for your children and yourself. 
Exercise discipline, and you are prepar- 
ing a harvest of usefulness and joy.

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deed he was that and more. He became 
a great national leader whose prayers, 
teaching, and administration of justice 
brought great good to Israel. Be sure 
to note that this great career of useful- 
ne’s began with a godly boyhood. Sam- 
uel was but a lad when God called him 
and gave him that solemn message for 
Eli. When the priest realized Samuel 
was hearing God’s voice, he told him to 
lie down and, if the voice came again, 
to answer, “Speak, Lord; for thy servant 
heareth.” Had we been in his place we 
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might have said: “Oh, no. Let me stay 
with you. I’m afraid to lie down again 
alone in the dark.” But, though he 
probably went tremblingly, Samuel 
quietly obeyed Eli. And next morning 
he obeyed God, too, by giving Eli God’s 
message, hard task though it was. 

All that Samuel became as a servant 
of God and leader of men began with 
his boyhood obedience. God can do 
great things through such as will obey 
Him  unquestioningly. As Samuel 
obeyed Eli, let boys and girls obey their 
parents. Then, as they get to know 
God’s commands, they will readily obey 
Him, too, and that is the secret of a life 
that has the blessing of God and be- 
comes a blessing to others.

Samuel, 
Samuel...” (1 Sam. 3:10).—“In a Daily 
Vacation Bible School, a group of small 
children were dramatizing the story of 
God’s call to the boy, Samuel,” says 
Edward O. Clark. “The little fellow 
who was taking the part of Samuel was 
told the Bible story and was given the 
reply which he was to make. All went 
well with the performance for a while. 
The lad lay down to sleep and, at the 
call of the Lord, he went over to the 
aged Eli. Three times he did this, and 
again lay down to sleep. Then came the 
call, ‘Samuel, Samuel!’ The boy sat up, 
rubbed his eyes, hesitated, and then, in 
the simplicity that only childhood has, 
improvised, ‘Go on, God; I’m listening.’ 
The little fellow’s free rendering of this 
beautiful Bible verse was a sermon in 
itself. Too many of our prayers are 
admonitions for God to be quiet while 
we do the talking. Too often we are 
prone to tell Him what He already 
knows. True prayer includes listening 
to God as wéll as active petition. Often 
in the quiet listening to the still, small 
Voice, we find our spoken prayers an- 
swered. We cannot do better today 


than, learning from the little child, say 
simply, ‘Go on, God; I’m listening!’”

(1 Sam. 3:11).—To me it is a matter of 
wonder and praise that the Lord has 
given so much space and prominence 
in His Word to children. 

How often when the foreground of 
the picture is dark because of the dis- 
obedience of God’s people, there is a 
bright spot in the background—a child 
whom the Lord is going to bring to the 
front to change the scene completely! 

Consider the history of Joseph, of 
Moses, of David, of John the Baptist, 
and of the holy child Jesus, as well as 
that of Samuel in this light. 

“. . because his sons made themselves 
vile [or accursed], and he restrained 
them not” (1 Sam. 3:13)—We know 
from chapter 2 that aged and pious Eli 
spoke to his sons about their iniquitous 
lives, but he should have impeached 
them. They should have been cast out 
of the priesthood. They were “sons of 
Belial; they knew not the Lord,” and 
because of them “men abhorred the of- 
fering of the Lord” (2:12-17). 

Parents, particularly fathers, are com- 
manded to rear their children “in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord” 
(Eph. 6:4). 

Juvenile delinquency has reached the 
point where some authorities willingly 
admit their iriability to check it. In 
cities where the authorities have given 
parents warning that they are going to 
be held responsible for their children’s 
crimes, conditions have improved. 

“And Samuel told him every * whit, 
and hid nothing from him...” (1 Sam. 
3:18).—A spokesman for God must tell 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth. It is easy to understand 
how hesitant the child Samuel would be 
to tell aged Eli all that the Lord had 
made known to him on the unpleasant 
subject of judgment. 
him. Samuel told everything. He hid 
nothing. 

By this standard, the Apostle Paul 
was a faithful spokesman for God. He 
declared the whole “counsel of God,” 
he “kept back nothing.” He taught 
“publickly, and from house to house,” 
with “all humility of mind, with many 
tears, and temptations [or trials]” (Acts 
20: 17-35). 

The whole counsel certainly includes 
the “severity” as well as the “goodness” 
of God (Rom. 11:22). It is sad to think 
of the many preachers and teachers who 
are deliberately hiding from their 
hearers all that God has revealed about 
“eternal judgment” and “everlasting 
punishment.” * 

My own brother heard a preacher say 
from the pulpit, “You must not speak to 
anyone about hell—for that is neither 
proper nor polite!” Such an unfaithful 
spokesman is not only hiding something 
from his congregation but is also teach- 
ing them to hide something from the 
people they meet. 

“And Samuel grew, and the Lord was 
with him...” (1 Sam. 3:19).—The Lord 
said, “Them that honour me I will hon- 
our, and they that despise me shall be 
lightly esteemed” (2:30). Samuel hon- 
ored the Lord by his faithfulness and 
was being honored. The priesthood de-

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spised the Lord, and 
lightly esteemed. 

Before the predicted judgment fell on 
the priesthood, the Lord brought Sam- 
uel to the fore as His prophet—the first 
of a long line extending to John the 
Baptist (Acts 3:24; 13:29).

AY, fellows, you sometimes hear the 

statement that God has a plan for 
every life, and I firmly believe that is 
true. Yet when we look around and see 
what miserable failures some lives are, 
the question naturally arises, Could it 
be possible that God planned lives to 
be wrecked like that? Then on sober 
thought we know very well He did not. 
If a fellow’s life goes on the rocks, it is 
because he throws God's blueprint away 
and follows his own misguided inclina- 
tions. That will always bring disaster. 
Nobody can plan and live a successful 
and happy life without following God's 
plan for it, and anyone who is willing 
to do that can know the plan. He may 
not know all the plan at once, but he 
will know enough of it to take the next 
step—and sometimes the “next step” is 
to be still and wait. 

Remember, Moses waited in the des- 
ert forty years before God told him 
what his next step should be. The 
prophet, Habakkuk, wrote: “I will stand 
upon my watch, and set me upon the 
tower, and will watch to see what he 
will say unto me, and what I shall an- 
swer ... for the vision is yet for an ap- 
pointed time, but at the end it shall 
speak, and not lie: though it tarry, wait 
for it; because it will surely come” 
(Hab. 2:1, 3). And Paul told the Ro- 
mans, “But if we hope for that we see 
not, then do we with patience wait for 
it” (Rom. 8:25). There are times when 
much, wasted energy and much time can 
be saved and much profit gained by 
simply waiting upon God—expectantly! 

One interesting thing about Samuel is 
how far back the Lord planned his life— 
long before he was born. See his 


mother’s lips moving in prayer in the © 


Temple. Old Eli did not understand it; 
he thought she was drunk, and he re- 
buked her (1 Sam. 1:12-15). Actually, 
God and she were working together 
planning the life of one who was yet un- 
born. It was God’s will that he might 
become a great prophet and a judge in 
Israel. 

The story of Samuel’s birth, his child- 
hood, his training, and his great service 
to his Lord and to his people is a beat- 
tiful one, and interesting to the last de- 
gree. It is different from any other life 
story ever told. It is absolutely unique.

But do not let that discourage you. We 
cannot all be mountain peaks like Moses 
and Elijah and Paul and Luther and 
Moody, but we can be unique in high 
service to Jesus Christ. Any real ser- 
yice to Him belongs in the upper 
brackets, because it is for Him, be it 
ever so humble and inconspicuous. It 
is a thrilling thought to me (and I con- 
fidently believe it) that the Lord has a 
different plan for every life—maybe not 
so much different in some cases, yet not 
exactly the same. If you fail of His 
plan, doubtless that particular plan will 
never be fulfilled—not by you, anyway 
—the one for whom it was designed. It 
is a solemn thought, but it is very won- 
derful. Each one has an individual cell 
in his make-up designed to develop in 
special service to the Master Builder. 
It is up to you to discover it. “Commit 
thy way unto the Lord; trust also in 
him; and he shall bring it to pass” (Psa. 
$7:5). 

Another interesting thing about Sam- 
uel is that as soon as he was old enough 
to understand God’s claim upon his life, 
he made connection with the plan. | It 
was no longer Hannah-Eli-Samuel, but 
now it was God and Samuel, working 
together. Even as a boy he recognized 
himself as in business for God. The 
record states, “Samuel ministered be- 
fore the Lord, being a child, girded with 
a linen ephod” (1 Sam. 2:18). The 
ephod was a symbol of the temple ser- 
vice. In the twenty-sixth verse of the 
second chapter it is stated, “And the 
child Samuel grew on, and was in favor 
both with the Lord, and also with men.” 
This sounds very much like what was 
stated of the boy Jesus in Luke 2:52.

IRST thing this morning let us re- 

view the card, “Man’s Responsibil- 
ity to God.” Fine. Today we take the 
cards home to keep. I. hope that when 
you visit each other, you will ask one 
another the questions on this card, so 
that you will always remember the Bi- 
ble verses on it. 

Memorizing Psalm 19 was a blessing 
tome. Since you have already learned 
the first three verses of that Psalm from 
the card, “Man’s Responsibility to God,” 
how would you like to learn the other 
eleven verses of it this coming quarter? 
Good. Then we will begin that next 
Sunday. 

Our lesson today is about Samuel, so 
it is happier than the one we had last 
Sunday. Can you guess why? (Sam- 
uel obeyed the Lord better than Sam- 
son did.) That is right. 

Both little boys started out with 
8odly parents who had. consecrated 
them to God before they were born. 
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self to be turned aside from the Lord 
by heathen women, whereas Samuel 
obeyed the Lord all the days of his long 
life. 

Before Samuel was born, his mother 
promised him ‘to the Lord. And she 
kept her promise. She took him to the 
Tabernacle of God when he was very 
young, to live with Eli, the kind old 
priest of Israel, who would teach him 
how to serve God. Samuel must have 
been a comfort to the old man, because 
he was obedient and helpful, whereas 
Eli’s own sons were wicked and paid no 
attention .when their father rebuked 
them. 

Read 1 Samuel 2:18, and 26 to see 
what kind of boy Samuel was. His 
mother must have trained him to be 
obedient and useful when he was very 
young. 

Let us read the first ten verses of 
chapter 3. I wonder if we are as quick 
to jump when our parents call us as 
Samuel was when he thought Eli called 
him. 

Although Eli had failed to restrain 
his sons as he should have done, he was 
a good man in other ways. The words 
he told Samuel to say to the Lord are 
good for us to use as a prayer before 
opening God’s Word: “Speak, Lord; for 
thy servant heareth.” 

‘The message God gave Samuel was 
not a happy one. Let us read it in 
verses 11-15. I am sure Samuel loved 
kind old Eli, and knew it would grieve 
him to hear what the Lord had said 
about his sons. Samuel does not seem 
to have slept that night after hearing 
the message, but he got up at the right 
time and did his work as usual. What 
does this show? (His dependability.) 

Read verses 16-18. Here we see how 
truthful Samuel was. Although he 
hated to grieve Eli, he told him the 
exact truth. Eli shows a fine spirit, too. 
He must have felt terrible to learn the 
doom of his family, yet all he said was, 
“It is the Lord: let him do what seem- 
eth him good.” 

Read verses 19 to 21. 

Samuel is one of the finest, characters 
of all history. He early learned obe- 
dience, and obeyed the Lord all his life. 
He was absolutely honest and depend- 
able. He was the last judge of Israel 
and the first prophet. God was able to 
use him in a wonderful way. When he 
was born, Israel was just a group of 
related tribes without either a central 
government or a_ settled leadership. 
From time to time God had raised up 
judges to deliver His people, but none 
of them had been strong enough to unite 
the twelve tribes into one nation, and 
to persuade them to obey God, as Moses 
and Joshua had done. But Samuel did 
do this. Read 1 Samuel 7:3-5 to see,how 
he influenced them to turn from idola- 
try back to the true God. Now read

But, as you know, Samson allowed him- 
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verses 9, 10 to see the victory God gave 
them over the Philistines. Read verses 
15-17 to see how faithfully Samuel 
served God and man all his life. 

Undoubtedly Samuel could have made 
himself king of Israel, but he was not 
seeking honors for himself. He only 
wanted the Israelites to fear and obey 
the Lord. When the people demanded 
a king, he was not offended that he and 
his family were not chosen. He did not 
want them to have a king for fear they 
would trust in him instead of in the 
Lord. But he did not argue about it. 
Find out what he did from 1 Samuel 
8:21. (He told the Lord about it.) 
That was the best way, was it not? 
Then the Lord told him what to do, and 
Samuel had the honor of anointing the 
first two kings of Israel. 

Read 1 Samuel 25:1. So this great 
leader died, after serving God and doing 
all he could for Israel for more than a 
hundred years. No wonder the whole 
nation mourned for him.

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An Old, Blind Beggar 


“During my last visit to a small 
town of Western Crete,” writes a 
good Christian brother in Greece, “I 
came across one of the saddest sights 
I have ever seen. It was an old blind 
man suffering from elephantiasis, who 
was going around asking for alms. I 
gave him some small assistance and 
promised that I would try to get him 
into some charitable institution. Un- 
fortunately, all my efforts have proved 
vain, due to his blindness and the 
disease from which he suffers. If this 
poor man had 5 or 10 dollars a month 
regular income, he could at least secure 
his daily bread for which he now has 


to go around begging. 


“But his story doesn’t end here. He 
has two little nephews, Constantine 
and Emanuel, who have been blind 
from birth. They are in desperate 
need of food and also used clothing, 
as they are dressed in rags, just like 
their uncle. It breaks one’s heart to 
see such conditions in this age of so- 
called progress and civilization. I trust 
that you will try to help this poor, 
unfortunate family in any way you 
can. 


Old, blind, sick, ragged, hungry— 
how shall we convince such a man 
that God loves him? The Scriptures 
bring their own conviction as they are 
preached to the destitute of this world, 
but God wants us to go further and 
show our love in a practical way. We 
should like to support this man regu- 
larly at $10 a month, as well as pro- 
vide immediate relief of food and 
clothing now. Ask the Lord what 
your share should be, and “Whatso- 
ever he’ saith unto you, do it” (John

In early life, at 
Nantes, then a_ corporal, he became in- 
toxicated, struck a superior officer and 
was condemned to death therefor, His 
colonel, who was very fond of him, 
sought his pardon. The Jacobin official 
wanted to make an example of him, but 
finally granted a pardon on condition 
that never again in his life would he get 
drunk. 

Chambronne was ordered out of his 
cell. The colonel told him the terms of 
his release. 

“Impossible, my colonel,” replied this 
First Grenadier of France, “it’s stronger 
than I. In order not to get drunk I 
must swear off on the least drop of 
wine. 

“Are you then, man, one who will 
Swear never to touch drink again on 
your word of honor?” 

“Yes, before God. A drop of wine 
shall never wet my lips again.” 

“Then you are free tomorrow!” 
Twenty-two years later, during the 
Hundred Days in April, 1815, Cham- 
bronne, accompanying Napoleon from 
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Cannes to Paris, was invited to dine 
with his old colonel. During the meal 
he was asked to drink a toast in Bur- 
gundy of twenty years’ vintage. 

He replied, “Have you forgotten my 
promise made in 1793? Since that day 
I have not touched wine once. It was 
the least I could do for one who saved 
my life.”

When the fruit of the vine is corrupted 
by fermentation it answers to the de- 
scription at the end of Proverbs 23.

Often it has been said that dead 
men tell no tales. The spade of the archae- 
ologist in old countries is now proving 
that they do. Many books that strength- 
en the faith of the believer are com- 
ing out, but so many of them are volu- 
minous, expensive, and too technical for 
the average reader.

Auckland, New Zealand, has given us an- 
other Pathway Book that is intensely 


interesting on wonderful recent discov- 


eries. There are many books that show 
the truth of the Old Testament record, 
but here is one that corroborates the 


history of the New Testament. Here we 
find quotations from ancient relics of 


officialdom that suggest the atmosphere 


of Bethlehem on the night of the Nativ- 
ity. The story of how Sir William M 
Ramsay established the fact that Luke, 
the Evangelist, was an historian of first- 
rate integrity and accuracy is clearly 
given. In point after point, in detail, 
the writer of the Third Gospel and The 
Acts is vindicated. The parables of 
Christ are made more real by comparing 
them with letters from His day. One of 
the most interesting chapters of the 
book is that on “The Amazing Nazareth 
Decree.” Here, in the words of Emperor 
Claudius, we of the twentieth century 
may read the first secular comment on 
the Easter story, and legal testimony to 
the fact of the empty tomb.

By Rob- 
ert C. McQuilkin, D.D. (Wm. B. Eerd- 
mans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich, 
$2.) Many readers will remember the 
series of articles on Law and Grace by 


_ Dr. McQuilkin which was published in 


the Tres last year (Aug. 24 to Oct. 12). 
This 90-page volume contains the com- 
plete exposition—more than the series— 
by the founder of Columbia Bible Col- 
lege, who was.for some years Associate 
Editor of Tue Sunpay Scoot Times and 
its leading lesson writer. Dr. McQuilkin 
keeps the right balance between legality 
and license—a happy medium much 
needed today. In chapter one he exalts 
“God’s Grace.” Chapter two presents 
“God’s .Law” under twelve aspects, 


showing its various uses in Scripture 
The need for the Atonement is next 
shown, and the Christian’s relation # 
Law is discussed. In two of the eight

that run right through the Bible, and 
how to find joy and peace in Christ. 





Outline Studies in the Old Testament 
By W. G. Moorehead, D.D. (Zondervan 
Pub. House, Grand Rapids 6, Mich., 
$3.95.) Many Bible students, and others 
who want to know more about the 
Word, will welcome the republication 
of this book, which appeared previously 
in 1893. The author says that these stud- 
jes are designed for beginners in Bible 
study, but many who are more ad- 
vanced will also get real profit from the 
book.» Taking up the Old Testament, 
book by book, Dr. Moorehead gives a 
dear analysis of each, and comments 
briefly on its contents. While the author 
is technically correct in insisting that 
his comments are neither critical nor 
expository, the fact remains that he does 
not dodge critical problems, nor does he 
hesitate to expound, in brief compass, 
some of the precious teachings he en- 
counters in each book. The result is a 
series of careful studies that should 
help anyone to a better understanding 
of the Old Testament. The two introduc- 
tory chapters, on “Bible Study” and 
‘Scriptural Types,” are very well done. 
Dr. Moorehead is himself involved in 
the matters he discusses; these are not 
academic themes, to be considered with 
utter detachment, but eternal truths, to 
be experienced before they are to be ex- 
pounded.

5. Paul in a Seacoast Town 
(Acts 18:1-11)

N THIS fifth and final topic in the 

series, “Let’s Go to Europe,” we find 
Paul in the city of Corinth to which he 
had come from Athens, where we found 
him last week. Corinth was on the nar- 
row isthmus that connected northern 
and southern Greece, with a harbor on 
either shore. Whereas Athens was noted 
for its learning and culture, Corinth was 
famous for its commerce, for it was a 
stopping place for trading vessels trav- 
eling between Italy and Asia. It was a 
beautiful city and boasted of its artists 
in stone and metal, but it was also a 
wicked city, for the world trade that 
flowed through it brought all forms of 
evil and immorality.

Here Paul found a place to live with 
a Jew named Aquila and his wife, 
Priscilla. These two, when a Roman 
emperor had expelled all Jews from 
Rome, had come here to live and carry 
on their trade of tentmaking. Paul, like 
most well-educated Jews of his time, 
had evidently been taught a trade in 
his youth, as well as given a careful 
education. The rabbis had a proverb, 
“He who does not teach his son a trade, 
teaches him to be a thief.” Paul makes 
several mentions in his letters of earn- 
ing his own living to avoid all suspicion 
of self-interest in preaching the Gospel 
(1 Cor. 9: 15-19; 2 Cor. 11:7-13). 


As he did wherever he journeyed, Paul 
made it his business in Corinth to at- 
tend the synagogue on the Sabbath Day 
and to preach the Gospel. There was 
good sense in this course, for the Jews, 
with their knowledge of the Old Testa- 
ment, should have been a most fertile 
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and receptive field. While Paul be- 
lieved and taught that God was no re- 
specter of persons, he nevertheless also 
believed that the Gospel was intended, 
first of all for the Jews, and then, 
through them, to all nations of the earth 
(Rom. 1:16; 2:9-11).

After a short time, Silas and Timothy 
came from Macedonia to join Paul, and 
the prgaching of Christ as the Messiah 
was cdrried on so effectively that some 
of the Jews stirred up opposition (v. 6). 
This so hindered Paul’s preaching in the 
synagogue that he left it and carried 
on his ministry in the house of a man 
named Justus, and he announced his in- 
tention of thereafter, in Corinth at least, 
preaching to the Gentiles.

There comes a time in God’s economy 
and in His dealings with certain indi- 
viduals or certain groups or certain na- 
tions when, after having given them 
every opportunity to know the way of 
life and to believe, God abandons them 
to their own evil’ ways and to their 
stubborn refusal to believe and be 
saved (Rom. 1:21 to 2:6). We do well, 
therefore, to warn those to whom we 
are speaking about salvation, “To day 
if ye will hear his voice, harden not 
your heart” (Psa. 95:7, 8).

It is interesting and encouraging to 
notice that among those Jews in Corinth 
who heard Paul preach and believed on 
the Lord Jesus was the chief ruler of the 
Synagogue; and we are told that many 
other Corinthians believed and were 
baptized. However, as in a number of 
other places, the Jews who turned away 
from Paul and his Gospel message were 
not satisfied until they had stirred up 
trouble among those who did believe. 
They stirred up a riot, and eventually 
brought Paul before the authorities. 
But this trick failed. Paul went on 
with his preaching for quite a time.

One lesson that we can learn from 
Paul’s experience is that Satan is the 
great divider. He interrupted the calm 
and perfect harmony of Heaven by re- 
bellion against God. In the Garden of 
Eden he came between man and God 
and interrupted the fellowship there. 
He separated Cairi and his brother, Abel. 
Down through the centuries he has been 
busy stirring up dissension. Today, 
when he cannot get believers to turn 
against God, he stirs up trouble among 
them and gets one Christian to turn 
against another.

Taking Sorrow to God. 
Prayer Succestions: “She was in bit- 
terness of soul, and prayed unto the 
Lord, and wept sore.” God observes all 
our thoughts and feelings. There is not 
a word in our tongue, or a thought re- 
mote: but what He knoweth it alto- 
gether (Psa. 139:1-3). Form the habit 
of referring every approaching sorrow, 
rising fear, distressing incident to the 
Lord in prayer.
